Freedom to vs. Freedom From 


A simple analogy makes all ^Miberal" political theory collapse. If a hundred people were 
shipwrecked on an island, what would it even mean to say that everyone there has a 
“right” to food, or that everyone has a “right” to health care, or the “right” to a job, or the 
“right” to a “living wage”? If, for example, someone has a “right” to bousing, and 
housing comes only from the knowledge, skills and efforts of other people, it means that 
one person has the right to fon e another person to build him a house. This is exactly what 
happens in a larger context, when “liberals” advocate that some people be forcibly robbed 
via “taxation” in order to provide “benefits” for others. The notion that people, by virtue 
of their mere existence, are entitled to all sorts of things - things which come into being 
only as the result of human knowledge and effort - is delusional. The logical result of this 
supposedly loving and compassionate viewpoint is violence and slavery, because if one*s 
“need” entitles him to something, that means that it must be forcibly taken from anyone 
else who has it or can produce it, if he will not supply it willingly.

TAXATION is the claim that a group of people who tall themselves “government” 
have been given the “right” to confiscate an arbitrarily-chosen percentage of the 
product of another individual’s labor (a form of Property), whether or not the 
other agrees to share that product voluntarily. ^Taxation Is enforced by the threat 
of violence (behavior resulting In bodily harm) or Imprisonment (the taking away 
of physical freedom of movement) if those from whom the product is being 
seized attempt to resist the confiscation. This practice Is alv^ys “justified” (“made 
into a right”) by those who claim that such a practice Is necessary and required to 
“uphold the common good.” If we define Slavery as the in^luntary confiscation 
of 100% of the product of the labor of another human beli\g, we can clearly see 
that there is no magical percentage to which we' could lower this number (other 
than 0%) that would no longer constitute Slavery. If we are being honest with 
ourselves,Taxation is merely a euphemism forTheft,^iole[ice and Slavery, the 
practices upon which It ^s actually based. Since no individual anywhere on Earth 
has the “right” t6 claim ownership of the product of another’s labor, such 
behavior can never be “delegated” to a group, and called a “right.” Therefore, all 
forms of Taxation ^re always WRONG according to Natural Law.

Governments are considered ethically permitted to do things that no 
nongovernmental person or organization may do. At the same time, 
individuals are thought to have obligations to their governments that 
they would owe toward no nongovernmental person or organization, 
even if nongovernmental agents behaved similarly to a government. 
This is not simply a point about the law, nor is it about what sorts of 
actions one can get away with. The point is that our ethical iud^taients 
differentiate sharply between governmental and nongovernmental 
actions.

tion of political authority. Political authority (hereafter, Just 'authority') 
is the hypothesized moral property In virtue of which governments 
may coerce people in certain ways not permitted to anyone else and in 
virtue of which citizens must obey governments in situations in which 
they would not be obligated to obey anyone ebe. Authority, then, has 
two aspects: 

(1) Political U’githnacy: the right, on the part of a government, to make 
certain sorts of laws and enforce them by coercion against the 
members of its society - in short, the right to rule.^ 

(il) Political obligation: the obligation on the part of citizens to obey 
their government, even in circumstances in which one would not be 
obligated to obey similar commands issued by a nongovernmental 
agent.

I. CONTRACT 

First, we must abandon the idea of a mythical “law of the land.” 
There doesn’t need to be a single set of laws binding everyone. 
In any event, such a system never existed. The laws in each of 
the fifty states are different, and the difference in legal systems 
between countries is even more pronounced. Yet we go about our 
daily lives, and even visit and do business with foreign nations, 
without too much trouble. 



If, then, the State is not “us,” if it Is not “the 
human family” getting together to decide mutual 
problems, if it is not a lodge meeting or coun¬ 
try club, what is it? Briefly, the State is that orga¬ 
nization in scx-iety which attempts to maintain a 
monopoly of the use of force and violence in a 
given territorial area; in particular, it is the only 
organization in srxiety that obtains its revenue 
not by voluntary contribution or payment for 
services rendered but by ccx^rcion. While other 
individuals or institutions obtain their income 
by production of g(K)ds and services and by 
the peaceful and voluntary sale of these gcxrds

It is paradoxical that the fear of rule by organized crime families 
causes people to support the State, which is the most “organized” 
and criminal association in human history. Even if it were true that 
under market anarchy, people had to pay protection money and 
occasionally get whacked, this would be a drop in the bucket com¬ 
pared to the taxation and wartime deaths caused by governments. 

But even this concedes too much. For the mob derives its strength 
from government, not the free market. All of the businesses tradi¬ 
tionally associated with organized crime—gambling, prostitution, 
loan sharking, drug dealing—are prohibited or heavily regulated 
by the State. In market anarchy, true professionals would drive 
out such unscrupulous competitors.
